The CIA man told me that he was wondering why Phillips wa| 
this course. He believes that he has figured out why: 
that there is a strong circumstantial case to make that 
Bishop. And Bishop paid Vecianna $253,000 in cash (whict 
in your book), and which is also prominently played in Geeton’s

article. But what none of us thought about (and Gaeton confirmed 
to me today that he did not know about this angle) was that if 
Phillips was Bishop, then the payment of money to Vecianna was in 
violation of the Federal law (the espionage act and article 47 or 
49) and this calls for a hefty jail term in that the CIA is not 
allowed to undertake covert action inside the USA. Thus Phillips 
feels that he must "clear his name." 

My CIA source says that questions are now being asked on the Hill 
and inside the Agency as to whether or not Phillips really was 
Bishop. My source believes that there may well be a Congressional 
investigation next year into the identity of Bishop, and whether or 
not an illegal payment was made (e.g. illegal covert actions were 
going on) . , 


Now I cannot say outright that you are going to be sued. Biji 
should be aware of what Phillips is up to. And I urge that 
put your notes of your continuing investigation as to the i<ft 
of Bishop in a very safe place.
